Contract for street lighting in Get­ 
tysburg fo r th e next five years was 
awarded the G ettysburg Electric Com­ 
pany at its bid of $3758 a year, by 
council a t its postponed 
November 
meeting, Monday evening. 
Although th e electric company has 
a mileage charge for wires used in 
G ettysburg, which was not included in 
th e contract which expired July I, 
the rate of the annual service for the 
next five years is $340 cheaper than 
under the rates charged in the old 
contract.

which is retroactive to July I, when 
th e old contract expired, are as fol­ 
lows:

Adams county chickens arc la k ­ 
ing thier custom ary autum n rest 
and as a result the price of eggs 
has nearly doubled in two months. 
(On Septem ber IO, the wholesale 
price of eggs in G ettysburg was 
31 
cents. 
Today, 
the 
price 
is 
quoted at 56 cents a dozen by 
local buyers. 
The 
retail 
price 
usually runs from four 
to five 
cents higher than the wholesale 
price, m aking the cost to th e con­ 
sum er locally today 60 and 
HL 
cents a dozen. 
A year ago today, the whole­ 
sale price of eggs locally was 50 
cents a dozen and the retail price 
55 cents. 
One month ago, the re ­ 
tail price here was 
41 
cents a 
dozen. 
If eggs can be taken to gauge 
the cost of living in G ettysburg 


and Adams county as compared 
with nearby towns and cities, lo­ 
cal people are living considerably 
cheaper than th eir neighbors. In 
York, the retail price of eggs to ­ 
day’ is 68 and 70 cents, while sim ­ 
ilar prices prevail in Baltimore, 
H arrisb urg and Philadelphia. 
Little relief from the present 
scarcity of eggs can be expect­ 
ed until after the holidays, Adam s 
county poultry raisers say; neither 
is the price expected to go a great 
deal higher than it is now, they 
add. 
(The cost of potatoes has in­ 
creased 
somewhat 
locally, 
the 
price in small quantities being 
quoted today at $2.50 a bushel. 
Like eggs, this price in G ettys­ 
burg is considerably lower than in 
the cities.

country, 
w rites 
Wilson 
Madgeley, 
New York correspondent of The Lon­ 
don News.

her sitting on the 
steps of a'slum barracks in New York 
or on the porch of a “country club” 
and, unless you can tell 
real 
pearls 
from imitation, you will not notice the 
difference. 
She wears so little clothing that 
there is not much scope for difference 
in dress, especially as the American 
working girl spends a larger propor- 
portion of her wages on clothes than 
any other girl in 
the 
world. 
She 
“rolls” her stockings, from the bot­ 
tom of the social ladder to the top, 
though the very top-most rung, as a 
picture printed in a New York paper 
for that purpose the other day demon­ 
strates, rolls them 
above the 
knee. 
The corset has 
simply 
disappeared 
from the face of the earth and the 
waists of the ladies, and with it have 
gone petticoats and other items. 
Frocks are 
sleeveless 
and 
reach 
quite to the tops of stockings if they 
are not interfered with by a breeze 
or a dancing partner or the step of a 
bus. 
The knee has definitely entered so­ 
ciety. The only foundation necessary 
for a frock is a “step-in,” which in 
England we should call combination 
of cami-knickers; except 
th at 
here 
they combine lightness, thinness, use­ 
fulness and charm. 
False modesty 
about all this would be misplaced. The 
lady herself, secure in the conscious­ 
ness of her own innocence or lack of 
it, would merely be surprised at the 
idea.

that her parson thinks the modem 
girl is only seeking her rightful free­ 
dom. 
The American girls mind provokes a 
comparison with her exterior. 
One is 
tempted to say that the equipment is 
light, but all near the surface. 
It is 
certainly all well managed. 
She goes 
into action decisively 
and 
quickly, 
her physique helps her to do this, for 
it is without doubt the best 
in the 
world. 
She stands no nonsense from 
her 
“boy friends,” but usually makes up 
her mind w hat she wants to do, and 
either plans the trip and asks the boy 
along, or tells him what it 
is 
she 
wants him to arrange. 
She does not 
even leave him his masculine privilege 
of making love.
